STORY OF THE STOCKINGS. 


An Incident of the Tariff Debate in tle 
liouse, 

WASHINGTON, May 16.—The house met this 
morning at 10 o’clock and went into committee 
of the whole (Mr. Springer, of Illinois, in the 
chair) on the tariff bill. < 

Mr. Baker, of New York, spoke in support of 
the protective tariff. He cited the prosperous 
condition of the industries of his district as at- 
tributable to the high tariff, and declared that 
the capital and labor of the country were seri- 
ously agitated by the recent development of 
fice trade heresies of the Cobden club, in the 
ranks ef the democratic party, He wished to 
give the committee the bqnefit of an object 
lesson, and in order to do so, produced three 
pairs of stockings, displaying, as he said, the 
colors of the American fileg, which 
were manufactured in Rechester,. and 
he invited the gentleman from Texas (Mr. 
Mills) to visit that city, promising to introduce 
that gentleman to the woolen factories and to 
the fair hands that turned out these stockings 
He presented the 
stockings to the gentleman from Texas, with 
the suggestion that he send the red ones.to the 
president, the whitc ones to the speaker, and 
that he keep the blue ones himself as typical 
of his own feelings at the end of the session 
when he beheld the defeat of his measure. 
{ Laughter. } 

He predicted that on account of the Mills 
bllan increased republican majority in his 
distritt would be given for the republican can- 
didate for the presidency,, provided he steered 
clear of alliterative divines. [Langhter. ] 

Mr. Brum, of Pennsy?¥ania,. regarded the 
Mills bill as a long trite in the’ direction of 
free trade and as the inauguration of a tari 
policy which must eventually preve ruinous 
and disastrous to manv important industries in 
which his people were largely interested.

STRIKING OFF THE RIDERS, 
A Senate Resolution to Strike General Legis- 
lation From Appropriation Bills. 

WASHINGTON, May 16.—Mr. Edmunds offer- 
ed a resolution to amend the rules so as to make 
it the duty of the presiding officer of the senate, 
whenever any gencral legislation appears in a 
general appropriation bill coming from the 
house, to direct the same to be struck out, sub- 
ject to an appeal to the senate. MReferred to 
the committee on rules.

Among the bills passed were the senate bill 
appropriating $10,000 fora public building at 
Fort Monroe, Va., and senate billsto pay va- 
rious claimants for cotten taken by General 
Burnside to strengthen military works at 
Knoxville, Tenn. Having passed in all 8&5 
bills the senate proceeded to executive busi- 
ness and at 4:45 adjourned. 


THE OVERFLOWED RIVERS. 


Crops Entirely Destroycd — Business Sus- 
pended. 

O’FALuoN, Mo., May 16.—Water is now an 
unbroken sheet from bluff to bluff, except in 
the extreme southwest portion of the bottom. 
Business on the Keokuk line is wholly sus- 
vended, as an open lake of water réaches from 
St. Peter to beyond old Monroe. No accurate 
estimate can now be made of dumage which 
may be done within twenty-four hours. Last 
fall there was a large acreage of wheat sown on 
these lowlands, and owing to favorable season 
for corm planting, a large acreage of corn was 
planted. All of these crops will be wholly de- 
stroyed if the rise does not abate. The men 
who will suffer most are renters, as all of 
these bottom lands are owned by wealthy 
nen. : 

JOUISIANA, Mo., May 16.—The gap in Sny 
levee, through which the whole of the Missis- 
sippi is now pouring, has widened almost thirty 
yards. Sny basin contains 120,000 acres of fine 
farming land, and it is estimatgg that fully

merged lands 50,000 acres are in crops and the 
majority in wheat.

THE REPUBLICANS WHOOPING BLAINE 


The Tennesace Delegation Solid in His In- 
terest—-A Mixed State of Af- 
fairs in Alabama. 


Nasuvitir, Tenn., May 16.—{Special.]—

Pitty motions to nominate Houk by accla- 
mation were made, and forty-eight motions to 
lay those motions on the table. No such 
screaming and yelling and howling were ever 
known in Tennessee. The chair refused to 
recognize anybody till order was restored, and 
they yelled louder than ever. The election of 
L. C. Houkand I. B. Merriam was demanded, 
but the middle Tennessee men circulated a re- 

ort that Honk had withdrawn, while the bal- 
ot was under way. The opposition to Houk 
was because of his supposed hostility to 
Blaine. As soon as he announced a change of 
heart, he was declared elected, as was also 
General Geo. Maney, Merriam just missing 
election. The Merriam men claimed to have 
been counted out, but could not get a hearing. 
They openly charged that neither Houk nor 
Maney were elected, but they couldn’t prove 
it. Maney and Houk pledged themselves for 
Blaine. Houk vainly endeavored to dodge a 
direct answer, but he had to talk out, and then 
the convention adjourned until 8 p. m. 

The night session appointed a full list of dele- 
gates to Chicago, every one for Blaine, except 
Arch Hughes, and the convention instructed 
him to vote for Blaine. The gubernatorial 
convention was changed from August 15th, 
the date selected by the executive committee, 
to July 4th.

He said the convention 
had been called together aot to consider state 
affairs but to nominate presidential electors 
and to send delegates to the St. Louis national 
convention. As to question of the candidate to 
be nominated at that conventien he said that 
fortunately for harmony in the party there 
seem to no.» division of 
sentiment in the country. The administration 
of Mr. Cleveland as a whole has commanded 
the approbation of democrats, throughout the 
country, and his re-nomination at St Louis has 
virtually been made already. Touching ques- 
tion of platform Barbour did not see why the 
convention should alarm itself about declara- 
tion of the abstraction commonly called a plat- 
form. [ft is a national election and the na- 
tional convention is the proper forum to dis- 
éuss and decide upon a plaiform of principles. 
The platform adopted by the demecratic party 
in 1854, at Chicago, which refers to the inter- 
nal revenue system as a war tax and calls fora 
reduction of revenue ought to be sufficient. 

While the convention was waiting for the 
committee on permanent organization Gov- 
ernor Fitzhugh Lee, who was in the City, was 
invited to the convention.

cred! the Virginia committee of that council 
bas charge of the cases called Vir- 
giuia. bonds, and some of the members 
of that committee themselves have been pur- 
chasers Of coupons and baye sent them over to 
this country by an axent for the pur of givin 
them to our taxpayers upon such conditions as wil! 
net them a handsome profit: Itcan be, therefore, 
readily comprehended that their advice to hold- 
ers of bonds of that deseription would be againt 
funding them into bonds of either discreption, so 
long as they can make money by handling cou- 
pens. The state of Virginia demands that the 
publ:'c s*hools shall recieve all they are entitled 
to by the law and constitution: thal he insane and 
those who are not able to wait on themselves shail 
be provided for end cared for and that ber state 

overnment shall be carried on. After that is 
done whavever represents the balance will be, I 
think it may be safely stated, usedin some form 
of settlement forthe purpose of extinguishing the 
statewebt. 

Senator Daniel and John Goode also ad- 
dressed the convention. Every reference to 
President Cleveland was received with warm 
applause. The convention permanently or- 
ganized with A. R. Caldwell, of Hanover, as 
chairman.

After recess the convention elected Richard 
F. Beirne, editor of the Richmond State, and 
John Harris, of Staunton, electors at large, 
and John 8S. Barbour, John W. Daniels, 
Phil W. McKenny, of Farmville, and R. C. 
Marshall, of Portsmouth, delegates at large. 
The committee on resolutions made a report in 
substance as follows, which was unanimously 
adopted: 

The simple and plain duty of the people is, 
in the language of President Cleveland, to re- 
duce taxation to the necessary expenses of an 
economical operation of the government, and 
restore to the business of the — the 
money which we hold in the treasury. These

The Lumpkin Independent tells an interest- 
jng story about Oconee, an old Indian village 
on the banks of the Chattahoochee river, just 
at the terminns of the survey recently made by 
the Americus, Preston and Lumpkin railroad, 
from Louvaie to that place. During the ses- 
gion of the legislature last summer, Hon. R. F. 
Watts, representative from Stewart county, 
while inquisitively examining some of the old 
archives of the state, came across a rude map 
pf the country in its pristine condition, while 
yet in the possession of the Indians. This map 
was probably draughted by some pioneer sur- 
veyors of public lands many yearsago. On 
this map Judge Watts noticed that there was 
located in the upper part of the county the site 
ofan Indian yillage called by them Oconee. 
He retained this in his mind, with the mental 
resolve of making an exploration for the site 
whenever Opportunity ‘presented itself. The 
recent survey of the Americus, Preston and 
Lumpkin extension to the Chattahoochee river 
gave him this eagerly desired opportunity, 
while canvassing for subscriptions in that 
vicinity.

Last Wednesday Judge Watts, in company 
with Mr. W. J. Chestnut and Dr. W. H. Ta- 
inm, started out on a search for the site of the 
long-lost-sight-of town, once thickly populated 
by a hardy, athletic, brave and warlike race of 
people, who have long since passed away, with 
nothing to perpetuate their memory but the 
beautiful and eyphonious names which they 
gave to the riyers, mountains, valleys, creeks 
and towns. The soft, liquid ripplings of the 
brooks and rivulets were not more millifluous 
than the smoothness of their beautifal names. 
Under the guidance of Judge Watts, the party 
soon discovered the site of the long lost vil- 
Jage. He soon loaded himself down with 
archwological relics of the lost tribe of the 
Crecks. Among them were many pieces of 
human bones, from different parts of the skel- 
ston, & hatful of fragments of pot- 
tery and water vessels, and numerous 
yelts, arrow heads, a tomahawk, etc. 
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The site of the ancient village is in a field of 
W. J. Chesnut’s, and has been cultivated 
many years. Near by isa beautiful grove, in

Bieckley, C. J.—1. If the facts had remained 

suostantially as the testatrix contemplated 
them, there would have been no question as to 
& proper and literal execution of her will; but 
on account of unfortunate and unexpected cir- 
cuyisiances, it became impvoesible to adminis- 
ter the will as she intended it should be; and 
all that the court can do is to make some ap- 
proximation to the substantial scheme which 
she enunciated in her will. Whether the ap- 
proximation made by the court below was en- 
tirely proper, is a matter of some doubt, but 
unless this court could determine the matter 
better than that court, the result reached by it 
should not be interfered with. 

2. As matter of strict legal right, it was 
never contemplated by the will that any debt 
should arise in favor of one beneficiary of the 
estate against another, payable out of income 
or corpus. It was never contemplated by tes- 
tatrix that any one of her children entitled to 
education and support should ever have a 
debt against the estate or against the other 
children, arising from not enjoying that edu- 
cation and support; and the claim made here 
isin the nature of adebt asserted by one of 
the beneficiaries against the others, it being 
that the minor, who isthe beneficiary in this 
case, is entitled under the will to have ar- 
rearges which nave accumulated, or are said to 
have accumuiated, in his favor on account of 
his not having received past support, etc., out 
of the estate, allowed him in the distribution 
or division of the corpus thereof, or which 
Shall take place in the future. 

3. This miuor was entitled to maintenance 
from two sources; first, from his father, and, 
secondly, from his mother’s estate. Having 
enjoyed it from his father, he cannot, as a mat- 
ter of strict law, under the will, claim any 
other support or compensation for missing it 
out of his mothe1’s estate. 

4. While it does not clearly appear that the 
decision below was right, the burden of show- 
ing error is always on the plaintiff in error; 
and it has not been shown that such 
decision was so erroneous as to require that it 
be set aside.

Blandford, J.—1. When a court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction has determined that a claim 
against an estate is barred, and such judgment 
has not been reversed or set aside, the admin- 
istrator cannot do anything thereafter which 
will revive suck claim as a debt against the 
estate, or render his sureties liable because of 
failure to pay the debt. If he do acknowledge 
such claims and pay them, heand his sureties 
are, nevertheless, liable to the proper distribu- 
tees for the money of the estate soapplied.

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A Railroad’s Great Future, 
The stockholders of the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad will hold their reg- 
ular annual meeting at Marietta tomorrow 
morning, and the showing which will be 
made in the working, improvement, and 
outlook of the road will no doubt be very 
gratifying to them, as well as to the people 
- of the whole state. 

The progress which this road has made 
during the past year has been remarkable, 
It has been completed to the town of Mur- 
phy, N. C., and through daily trains are 
now running between Marietta and Murphy, 
opening up one of the richest sections of 
the United States, and putting the vastre- 
sources of that country at the very doors of 
every city in the country. 

The owners of the road went to work 
with undaunted energy after the refusal of 
the last legislature to grant the applieation 
allowing the extension of the road into At- 
lanta. Instead of allowing this to retard 
the progress of their work, they continued 
the improvements which had been begun on 
the road, with renewed energy, and their 
_ efforts have resulted in assuring the people 
of the state that it will not be long before 
the road will become one of the most impor- 
tant in the south. 

Almost the entire distance between Ma- 
rietta and Murphy is now ready for the 
change tostandard gauge. The road bed 
has been widened and broad gauge ties have 
been laid for nearly half of the distance, and 
the work of putting the entire line in read- 
iness for the change of gauge, which will 
be made in August, is progressing with all 
the rapidity with which itis possible for 
the company to prosecute the work. For 
the twenty-five miles between Marietta and 
Canton, almost’ an entirely new railroad is 
being built. This section of the road was 
built first, and it has been found that its 
grades and curves will not be suitable for 
the wider gauge; consequently it will be 
abandoned for a new, and more practicable 
route. Some of the heaviest work on the 
whole line is inthis section, and the work 
on the new line will shorten the distance be- 
tween Marietta and Canton nearly two 
miles. It runs alowg the present line, fre- 
guently crossing it, and in the main is as 
nearly a straight line as possible through the 
very sinuous course of the present route. 

From Canton to Murphy the construction 
of the road was made with a view to the 
change of kauge; therefore this part of the 
line can be put in proper condition for. the 
change with comparatively little work. 

The new rails forthe change have been 
ordered, and the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works are now engaged in constructing 
five nineteen-inch cylinder engines for the 
road, which engines will be the largest in the 
southern states. 

It is of course only a question of time as 
to when the railroad will be extended from 
Marietta to Atlanta, and there is now scarce- 
ly adoubt but that the next legislature will 
grant this privilege. The city of Knoxville 
voted $300,000 for the extension of the road 
to that city, and this work is now being 
pushed as rapidly as possible. Going 
through one of the roughest and most moun- 
tainous sections of the south, the work.is 
neeessarily slow, but. its completion is a cer- 
tainty. The owners ofthe road are ex- 
ecedingly anxious to begin the work of ex- 
tension to Atlanta, which, when started, 
tan be completed ina short while. The 
people along the line are enthusiastic over 
the proposed extension, which will benefit 
them more than it will the road. 

The bill granting the extension received 
sixty-eight votes in the last legislature with 
but little over a majority of the house voting, 
end ifa full vote had been secured, it 
would have undoubtedly passed, notwith- 
standing the strenuous opposition with 
which it met. A large majority of the 
hewspapers of the state opposed the exten- 
sion on the ground that it would injurethe 
State road, and the supposed conflict be- 
tween the two roads was what defeated the 
bill. Since the adjournment of the legisla- 
ture there has been a wonderful change of 
sentiment throughout the state on the ques- 
tion. The recent mecting of the press as- 
sociation of the state developed the fact that 
there was not a single newspaper represented 
that would not urge the passage of sucha 
bill before the next legislature. As nearly 
every paper inthe state was represented, 
and as many of those present opposed the 
bill before, this is an indication of the 
thange of sentiment which will demand the 

passage of the bill. 

This road, when completed between At- 
lanta and Knoxville, will become one of the 
most important through lines in the south, 
and the wonderful resources which it wil] 
flevelop will astonish the world, and attract 
millions of capital to the state.

A Bonanza for the Blodgetts. 

The heirs of Samuel Blodgett have: at 
last secured title to 250 acres of land in the 
city of Washington, and the last legal 
steps have been taken, by which the estate 
is assured to them. 

The land comprises almost all of a long 
parallelogram that stretches. from Massa- 
chusetts avenue to New Jersey avenue, and 
from North N. street’ to North T. street. 
The property is only about five or six 
squares from the white house, and is val- 
ued at $8,000,000. . 

Briefly told the history of the estate is as 
follows: When the government decided to 
found the city of Washington, the commis- 
sioners appointed to execute the plans, 
agreed. that property holders should deed 
half of their property to the city. The 
property thus given to the city was to be 
sold and the city was to be laid out and 
built with the proceeds. Property owners 
were to receive returns for the donation in 
the enhancement of the value of the half 
they still held. A Virginia family’ named 
Waring refused to enter intosuch an agree- 
ment; proposing to hold all, or sell all. 
Samuel Blodgett, then living. in Philadel- 
phia, heard of the Waring property, and 
having faith in the future of the city, 
bought the estate for $40,000 and gave hak 
of it to the government, as the commission- 
ers required. In 1814 Mr. Blodgett died 
without. seeing the streets of the city ex- 
tended in his direction or in any way reap- 
ing benefit from his purchase. His widow 
died in 1841 and soon afterwards Lorin 
Blodgett, of Philadelphia, was asked by the 
heirs to take charge of it and, a.deed of 
trust, giving him one-half interest in the 
estate was executed to him, he becoming 
responsible for taxes and other charges. 
Although no one ever disputed the title Mr. 
Blodgett held.to the property, parties see- 
ing the land unused settled portions of it, 
frequently selling it. 

At this time there aretwo hundred houses 
on the land, but as none of the house- 
holders have been there for twenty years 
they cannot claim the property under the 
old common laws of occupancy. Steps were 
finally taken “to clear up the titles to their 
estate. The case came up before the equity 
court in Washington, and the heirs were 
represented by Judge Hildebrand, of Cin- 
cinnati, and Judge John L. Johnson, of 
Washington. As none of those living on 
the estate made any pretense to defense, the 
heirs were given a clear title and Judge 
John J. Johnson was make general ad- 
ministrator of the estate. 

About sixty suits of ejectment have al- 
ready been filed against those who have 
buildings erected on the property, and oth- 
ers will follow. The heirs now want to 
divide and sell the estate, and as it is val- 
ued at.over $8,000,000, it will be seen that 
they will be amply paid for their long wait- 


ing. '

New York's Underground System. 

Next to London, New York has the most 
complete underground system of gas, water 
and sewerage in the world. The New York 
Star, in a three columa article, shows the ad- 
vance New York has.made in this direction 
and its improvements over old methods. Of 
the 12,500 acres of the city’s surface, 9,500 
acres have a complete sewerage system. ‘The 
Croton water distributing system of street 
mains comprises 619.88 miles of pipes to say 
nothing of various private water pipes run tothe 
river by large manufacturers for their exclu- 
sive use of their establishments. The gas mains 
aggregate 700 miles and ‘the total mileage of 
sewers is 4214, miles. Many of these sewers 
are of enormous proportions, one extending 
from Eighth ave. tothe East river is 8x12 feet, 
while the sewer from Broadway through Canal 
street to North river is 8x16 feet, quite large 
enough to drive a horse and carriage through 
comfortably. The large sewers are built of 
brick, laid in cement, and rest upon a semi- 
circular concrete foundation which protects its 
base and sides. The most.important and inex- 
pensive of the new sewers are of the ‘‘wooden 
barrel’ outlet pattern. These sewers are con- 
structed of heavy. creosoted pine and are circu- 
lar in shape. The large sewers of New York 
furnish harbors for criminals of every class. 
They are not. so much used by crimi- 
nals now as they were several years 
ago,.as the police are more vigilant in their es- 
pionage of the sewerentrances. On one egco- 
sion, when Geo. W. Matsell was chief of po- 
lice, a murderer was traced to a notorious re- 
sert of criminals on: Heuston street. The 
building was se completely surrounded that 
the man could not. have escaped without be- 
ing seen by the officers, and yet, when they 
came to look for him, he had disappeared as 
effectually and as mysteriously as if he had 
vanished in air. A few months later another 
criminal was hemmed in, in the same house, 
and though search was made in the most thor- 
ough manner the man was not found. The 
chief, after a critical examination of the 
cellar, detected a slab which was not 
mortared as firmly as “the rest. 
Upon moving it he found an underground 
passage to a large sewer, and by following the 
sewer some distance he found another bur. 
rowed passage which led to the cellarofa 
house a block and a half away.

I am.for protection.to develop the vast and varied 
resources of the South. New England, with its 
barren soil and frigid climate, bas become the 
treasury of the nation under a protective tariff In 
twenty-five more years'the south, under the same 
system, will h @:methe richest, as she isthe most 
favored, section of the union. I plead, net se much 
for the manwiactures of the east, but for the strug- 
gling industries of the. south. Monopolies. and 
trusts I detest. I am for-w policy that will benefit 
the south, and especially the farmers. Diversified 
industries will appreeiate the value of our 
lands by bringtng in capital and population. Manu- 
factures will compel ogr farmers to diversify their 
crops ta.raise food supplies, for which they will ob- 
taim-reravnerative prices from the people employed 
in factories, mines and workshops.

Itisaanistake to depart from the Chicago 
platform, upon which President Cleveland was 
elected. It was the bridge that carried us into 
power safely and the party should not kick itintothe 
stream: It declares against internal taxation, and 
demands that the revenue ntcessary for the support 
of the government shail be collected by a duty upon 
imports. It demands a revision of the tariff. and 
that the duties shall be so levied as not to 
foster monopolies, but to build up the deserving 
industries of the country and afford just protection 
to American capital, products and labor. It de- 
mands that there shall be such a fair revision of the 
tariff as not to collect any more money from tho 
pecple than is necessary to support the government 
economically administered, It denounces monopo- 
lies and trusts, and pledges reform, and an honest 
administration of the affairs of the government, 

The south can be relied upon to vote for President 
Cleveland, except as to Virginia and West Virginia, 
whose party platforms demand a repeal of the reve- 
nue laws. While the president reeognized no just 
demand for the repeal of these taxes the Mills bill 
does not agree with him inthis respect and does 
recognize the demand for repeal by taking off the 
tax on tobacco to the extent of $25,000,000. So that 
you see the views of the president and the proposed 
abolition of the tax on tobacco in the hands of the 
farmer, as provided for in the Mills bill, are not in 
accord? 

The greatest danger to our party is from the time- 
serving politicians in and out of congress who are 
atraid to ran. counter to the views of the people. 
They have no convictions of theirown. Out of of- 
fice, they have noability to make a living at any 
business, They are always hunting for the popular 
side, and are reatly to change their opinions at a 
mement’s- notice and to sacrifice their friends, and 
even their party, to remain in office. 

Why should not the leaders of the party in con- 
gress have the courage’ to advocate the 
refunding of the $0,000,000 cotton tax 
taken from the farmers of the south? The supreme 
court.of the United states has decided the cotton 
tax to be unconstitutional. It was collected from 
the impoverished pianters of the south under the 
color of the law, but the highest tribunal in the land 
has declared that congress.had no right to pass such 
alaw. Thereforeyitshould berefuuded. The plant- 
ers of the south have been robbed of $60,000,000, 

If this money was refunded the surplus would not 
have been idle in the treasury, to keep our states- 
men awake at night, thinking how to reduce it. If 
our leaders in congress had the courage of their con- 
victions they would not rest until this money was 
returned to the south. 

Bus we must hope.for the best. The party can- 
not win on the narrow and foolish policy outlined 
last week in our state convention. Virginia, West 
Virginia, New Jersey, Connecticut, ana other dem- 
ocratic states, favor the protective policy, or-are in 
favor of the repeal of theinternal revenue law. We 
cannot believe that the St. Louis convention will 
do like the Georgia convention—adopt a platform so 
contracted as to exclude democrats who do not hold 
low tariff orfreetrade views. ‘The latter are prefer- 
able to those who fayora tariff for revenue with inci- 
dental protection. And this is the folly the St. Louis 
convention must not permit, if we would carry the 
doubtful states for President Cleveland. We must 
have a Dational platform so patriotically construct- 
ed that not only all the democrats, but al! men of 
whatever political antecedents or present theories, 
whether they are for a low ora high tariff, or even 
for freetrade, can stand upon and unite for the re- 
election of President Cleveland, who represents the 
principles of reform, pure. political methods and 
honest government,
